Mexico City, Feb. 29.—March 8 is 


the date set by the Vasquista agita- 
tators for a general attack on Mexico 
City. They are not taken seriously 


In line with assertions by Vasquis- 


ta propogandists m the capital that 
the end of the mdnth would see va- 
rious uprisings in "this vicinity, the 
aefe politico of Zumpango, U5 miles 
north of here, took to the hills today 
with a handful df followers and what 
arms the band could seize. One hun- 
dred federals were sent to garrison 
the town and a squad, of cavalry 
"Went-in pursuit of the rebels. 


Consular reports from Durango in- 
dicate that a serious condition still 
exists throughout that state. 
The 


country is overrun 
with 
robbing 
hands and the city is still cut off 
from rail communication'and is full 
of refugees.

Instead the 
government will devote its energies 
to cleaning up the ditrict about Tor- 
reon and Chihuahua 
This, accord- 
ing to the best information obtain- 
able, was the conclusion reached at 
the meeting of President Madero's 
cabinet after the difficulties of starv- 
ing out the Juarez insurrectionists 
had been thoroughly canvassed 


A government official who was 


present at the taking of the border 
city by Madero last May, pointed out 
that it would require a large number 
of troops and a close investment to 
prevent the rebels securing cattle 
and provisions from the surrounding 
country with which 
to 
maintain 


themselves 
The troops could not be 


spared nor could 
they be placed 


about the city without great diffi- 
culty, he said. 


On the other hand the government 
has decided that military operations 
are to be pushed vigorously in the 
La Guna district. 
Troops are being 
sent into that territory from Saltil- 
lo and Monterey, and-results are ex- 
pected within a few days.

During the summer of 1909 the_ 


service department installed six met- 
al caissons in the gravel bed of the 
North Fork to furnish sand filtered 
water to be pumped into the mains 
and reservoir. 


This system of infiltration was in 


the nature of an experiment. It was 
installed with the approval or sug- 
gestion of the state board of health 
and it was understood at the time 
that if the caissons worked satisfac- 
torily more would be installed. 
The 


engineer from 
the • state board of 


health made a personal visit to New- 
ark and after g_oing over the situa- 
tion formulated the plans and speci- 
fications used by the service depart- 
ment in installing the system. . 


In spite of the fact that the sand 


filterers supplied but two thirds the 
total amount of water consumed by 
the city, no other caissons were in- 
stalled 
As a result there has been a 


vast quantity of raw creek 
water 


pumped into 
the mams for over a 


year. 


Plans were drawn a year ago or 


more for six additional caissons in 
order to obtain a more adequate sup- 
ply of filtered water. It was planned 
to-build these of concrete, but the de- 
partment, in investigating, the experi- 
ence of similar caissons at Ironton, 
found that they were impractical. 
The heavy concrete basins settled in 
the sand, the iron pipe connections 
were broken and the total amount in- 
vested was lost. 


The cocrete basins 
were decided 


upon because the department thought 
they could be cleaned from time to 
time and thus restore their efficien- 
cy. 


It is the experience of every in- 


filtration system in use that the sand 
covered caissons lose their efficiency 
after a time and if no way is pro- 
vided to flush the basins and restore 
them to their former point of effic- 
iency, they are next to being useless. 


At the Newark city plant it is nec- 


essary to imbed the iron caissons 
some two or three feet below the bot- 
tom level oC the stream, and this 
makes it impractical to clean the ca- 
issons by flushing. 


Newark's experience with this sys- 


tem of in-filtration has been that it 
is inefficient as it stands at present.

more water 


than the natural seepage through the

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One of the most shocking acci- 


dents that has happened in Newark 
for a long time was that, which oc- 
curred at an early hour Thursday 
morning, when one man was instant- 
ly killed and another sustained in- 
juries of such a nature that 
death 
may result. 


Some days ago Ed Doe contract- 


ed with J W Weakley, tinner and 
roofer, of 141 Indiana street, to re- 
pair the gutters on the roof of his 
residence, 121 Hudson avenue, and 
Richard Winchell and A. P. Richard- 
son, expert workmen, were detail- 
ed to do the work 
The men 
had 


commenced the work, but were hin- 
dered by the extreme cold weather, 
and the work was postponed until it 
became milder. 


Thursday morning Mr Weakley, 


desirous of taking advantage of the 
fine weather, instructed the men to 
finish the work and they repaired to 
the Doe residence about 8 o'clock. 
Before leaving the shop Mr. Weakley 
cautioned them to be very careful in 
climbing over the roof, as the work 
they were detailed to do was of a 
very dangerous nature. 


Upon ai riving at the 
residence 


the men mounted to the roof, whiob 
is some 30 or 
35 feet 
from 
the 


ground, carrying 
their tools 
with 


them. 
A£*er distributing their tools 


along till" gutters, they had worked j 
but a short 
time when Winchell 


slipped and was in the act-of fall- 
ing fiom the roof when Richardson 
grabbed him and attempted to pull 
him 
back. 
The 
strain, howevo 


was too great 
and 
both 
slipped 


Irom the roof and fell to the ground 


Winchell, who 
fell first, struck 


the ground on his head and face, the 
entiie left side of his head being 
crushed m like an eggshell, while his 
body was also badly crushed. Death 
was Instantaneous.

Following a tip uncovered by Pa- 


tiolman James Donley regarding the

World says it does it not because it be- 
lieves "Roosevelt is plotting to become

ARBITRATION 


DISCUSSED BY 
SENATOR LODGE 


Washington, Feb. 29.—The perils of 


submitting to arbitration questions 
which affect the vital policies and pro- 
blems of the nation, were outlined ill 
the senate today by 
Senator Henry 


Cabott Lodge, a Republican leader, and 
fourteen years a member of th foreign 
relations committee. 


Some of the senator's references to 


tne Monroe Doctrine's relation to the 
arbitration proposed in the pending 
treaties 
with England and 
France 


caused a stir. He pointed to the re- 
ported efforts of foreign powers 
1o 


obtain coaling stations 
and harbors 


near the Panama canal and declared 
there was now afoot an effort by a 
foreign power to gain possession of 
Magdelena Bay on tue Pacific side of 
Mexico. 
Efforts had been made, he 


said, to buy the Galapages islands of 
Ecuador, near the western end of the 
canal. 


One statement, and one which held 


tae close attention of the senate, was 
that those who had hoped to, profit 
more than ¥10,000,000 by 
the Hay- 


Herran treaty of '03, were "even now 
struggling through assistants in this 
country who mean to share the spoil, 
to secure by arbitration what they 
failed to obtain by 
blackmail 
and 


could not seize by violence." 


The Hay-Herran treaty was a con- 


vention between the United States, and 
Colombia by which the United States 
was to pay $10,000,000 for the Panama 
Canal route and a rent of $250,000 a 
year. It was rejected by Colombia. 
The Panama revolution followed. Co- 
lombia is now pressing for an arbitra- 
tion of her claims. The strained situ- 
ation of eight years climaxed a few 
days ago when Seuor Ospina the^ Co- 
lombian minister 
published a letter 


suggesting that Secretary Knox might 
find it "inopportune" to visit Colombia 
on his coming tour of Central Ameri- 
ca. Minister Ospina was promptly re- 
called by his government. 


"The tolls to be charged by us in 


the Panama canal which we have built 
at our own expense, might be brought 
before a tribunal, wholly or partly' 
composed of foreigners, to be fixed and 
determined by them, declared Senator 
Lodge. "Worse than this, our title to 
our own canal might be called in ques- 
tion. Three successive secretaries of 
state have refused, and properly -e- 
fused. to submit our title to the canal 
to arbitration and now under clause 
three of article three, as I interpret H, 
we might be forced to submit 
that 


title to the Hague court or some out- 
side tribunal. 


"The men who rejected the Hay- 


Herran treaty because they hoped to 
extort more than. $10,000,000 from us 
for their own use are even^now strug- 
gling, through assistants in this coun- 
try who mean to share the spoils, to 
secure by arbitration what they failed 
to obtain by blackmail and could tot 
seize by violence. 
Our title to the 


canal, or to our territory anywhere is 
not to be dragged before any arbitral 
tribunal for examination and deter- 
mination and 'nothing should be sub- 
scribed to by us which by any twist- 
ing could be construed into a promise 
that we would submit such a question 
to any judgment but our own." 


The wide discussion of the pending 


arbitration treaties he. said had been 
brought about by the alleged delega- 
tion of the treaty making power, in 
the third clause of article three. 


Those opposed to the ratification of 


the treaties unamended 
claim this 


clause infringes upon the constitution- 
al treaty making power of the senate. 
Secretary Knox and 
President Taft 


hold otherwise and are supported by 
many senators. Mr. Lodge urged that 
it should be clarified by an amendment 
or an explanation in the senate's reso- 
lution of ratification. 


Clause taree of article three is as 


follows: 


"It is further agreed, however, that 


in case in which the parties disagree 
as to whether or not a difference 
is 


subject to arbitration under article one 
of this treaty that question shall be 
submitted to the Joint High Commis- 
sion of Inquiry and if ah, or all but 
one, 
of the members of the commission 


agree and report that such difference 
is within the scope of article one it 
shall be referred to arbitration in ac- 
cordance with the provision of 
this 


treaty."
